William W. Culley, Jr., has re- 
signed as president of the Albany 
Homeowners and Taxpayers As- 
sociation.

He sumbitted the following Ict- 
ter of resignation: “The Albany 
Homeowners and Taxpayers As- 
sociation, a deliberative organiza- 
tion, refuses to recognize the in- 
cumbent necessity of being gov- 
erned by some form of parlimen- 
tary law.
